Semon is an archipelago in the Pacific 
oceen neany midway between the New 
Hebrides and Tahiti and 4 200 miles from 
San Francisco. It consists of fourteen 
islands, Earthquakes are not uncommon 
and sometimes severe, 

The Manua group has a combined area 
lof twenty-five square miles and a popu- 
lation of about 2,000. 

The islands are of volcanic origin. Some 
of them have extinct craters and rise toa 
height of 2,000 feet. 

The prevalent winds which temper the 
heat are the southeast trades, but west 
winds supervene from January until 
March. 

The archipelago lies in the track of the 
fierce hurricanes which occur usually in 
this period.

of Lancaster, is a younger brother 

of Lord Swaythling and the sec- 
ond profeseing Jew to obtain a seat in the 
present Liberal cabinet, the other He- 
brew member thereof being his cousin, 
Herbert Samuel, formerly postrnaster 
general and now president of the local 


government board. 


The real patronymic of the new chan- 


|cellor of the duchy of Lancaster is not 


Montagu, but Samuel. The family was 
founded by his grandfather, a watchma- 
ker of the name of Louis Samuel, who 
kept a small shop in Liverpool. Hise son, 
Moses, 
daughter of Louis Cohen of the stock 
exchange, and eventually established a 
banking house in Lombard street. 

In 1894, on being created a baronet, he 
obtained the license of the crown to 
change his name to Montagu, and in 1907 
was raised to the peerage as Lord Swayth- 
ling, both hereditary honors being con- 
ferred upon him in recognition of his large 
contributions to the Liberal party funds. 

His younger brother, however, declined 
to change his name, and his two sons are 
Herbert Samuel of the local government 
board and Sir Stuart Samuel, present head 
of the family banking house in Lombard 
street, who received a baronetcy four

In 1913 Sir Stuart wae deprived of his 
seat im the house of commons as Liberal 
member for Whitechapel and fined some 
$70,000 for having, in spite of his being 
a member of parliament, undertaken busi- 
ness as a banker, and especially as a bul- 
lion broker for the office of the secretary 
of state for India at Whitehall, where his 
cousin, Edwin Montagu, the newly ap- 
pointed chancellor of the duchy of Lan- 
caster, was then under secretary of state. 

An English law, enacted in the reign 
of George IIL, declares any one engaged 
in business with or taking any contract 
with a government department to be in- 
capable of sitting and voting in the house 
of commons. 

It was shown during the course. of the 

prolonged legal proceedings in court that

There was a house of Lancaster long 
before the constitution of the present 
duchy, and when the house secured pos- 
session of the crown of England on the 
deposition of Richard II. and its chief pro- 
claimed himself sovereign, as Henry IV., 
he realized that the retention of the 
throme by his dynasty might be as short- 
lived as that of some other usurpere. 

Accordingly he set to work to accumu- 
late as much landed property as possible, 
converting it into a great family entailed 
estate, so that if he lost the crown he 
might at any rate remain one of the 
greatest territorial magnates of the 

When his grandson, Henry VI., wasat - 
tainted by parliament, the duchy of Lan- 
caster was declared to be forfeited to King 
Edward IV., who caused the property to 
be continued in a “parcel” and to be 
vested in himself and his heirs, kings 
of England, forever, but under a separate 
government from the other dominions in- 
herited by the crown

The revenues of the duchy, now amount- 
ing to about a million dollars per annum, 
have always been paid to the reigning 
sovereign as the monarch’s personal pos- 
session, independent of the control or 
supervision of parliament, on the under- 
standing, however, that the revenues be- 
long to him as King of England, and that, 
were he to lose the British throne, he 
would, ipso facto, forfeit all right to any 
income from the estate known as the 
duchy of Lancaster.

A voter wants a job and applies to rhis 
alderman; the alderman sees the manager 
of a public service corporation; the con- 
stituent is put to work. This system has 
the merit of simplicity and it is said to 
work well. Who is harmed? The con- 
stituent has found employment; the alder- 
man has added a picket to his political 
fence; the public service corporation has 
secured a friend at court. What of: ‘the 
public? 

it does not require. more than a mo- 
ment's reflection to realize that such a 
practice is inherently and fundamentally 
wrong. It is obvious that the alderman 
indulging therein. necessarily places him- 
gelf under an improper obligation. No 
judge may accept favers from a litigant;
